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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the heatsink and 
appliance must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 US C. 102 that - 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1-4 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Soyano et al. [US 5,519,252], 

Soyano et al. disclose a system module [figure 1 ] for an electronic appliance 
comprising: a case [4] having a shape that is substantially parallelepiped; a plurality of 
power pins [6] disposed along each of a first edge and a second edge on a surface of 
the case and a plurality of signal pins [7] on the surface of the case, the third edge being 
substantially parallel to the first edge and being substantially perpendicular to the 
second edge, the power pins and the signal pins being arranged in a manner such that 
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substantially a U-shaped arrangement is obtained along the three edges [figure 2]; a 
power board [1] located inside the case and electrically connected with the power pins; 
and a signal board [2] located inside the case and electrically connected with the signal 
pins. 

Regarding claim 2, Soyano et. al. disclose diagonally opposed support holes on 
the module [figure 2]. 

Regarding claim 3, Soyano et al. disclose pins connecting the power and signal 
boards [figure 1]. 

Regarding claims 6-7, Soyano et al. discloses the first edge and third edges 
being substantially equal in length. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Soyano et 

al." ' 

Soyano et al. disclose the instant claimed invention except for power and signal 
pins being connected to an appliance. 

Soyano et al. discloses the power module providing a controlled power supply. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the power module with an appliance in order to provide 
controlled power thereto. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Oshima et al. [US 5,521 ,437] ; Oshima [US 5,747,875].
